A sentence of this extent, passed upon a semi-nun, 
seems, at first sight, to be severe ; but itsinks into in- 
significance when compared with the misery Miss Ayl- 
ward has inflicted on a mother, and, possibly, upon her 
child. There was a harshness and cruelty manifested 
in her conduct towards the mother hitherto unparal- 
leled even in similar cases. Setting herself, a woman 
who never knew the strength of domestic ties, or 
wh st it is to feel a mother’s love for her offspring, as 
the judge of all human relations and the arbitress of 
domestic life, she violated not only the law of the 
land, but the first duties of humanity. For more 
than two years she has baffled justice. There was 
not an individual in court yesterday who was not 
morally certain that she knew where the child was 


to the “interrogatories” she gave evasive or deficient 
answers, and at last acted the Mortara case over 
again, and replied to the inquiries of the court but 
ignoramus or non possumus. It was high time that the 


deter for the future. Encouraged by the temporary 
impunity which Miss Aylward rejoiced in, others 
imitated her example, and after her sentence was 
pronounced, sevea o her persons were brought before 
the court for the commission of similar offences. 
The gravity of the sentence at once stamps the 
serious character of the crime. It is well for Roman 
Catholic parents that their children are t 
up under the wegis of British law. If Miss 
Aylward had been unpunished, no Roman 
Catholic child would have been safe, if it ap- 
peared fit to the agents of the Church to direct 
its abduction. The mystery in this and other cases, 
the rapidity with which children have been spirited 
away, the total disappearance of all traces, the absence 
of all information, notwithstanding the publicity of 
the case, all show that the Ultramontanes in this 
country possess an organised and secret agency most 
dangerous to the peace of Roman Catholics them- 
selves. Is it not evident that if it were desirable to 
remove the child of any Roman Catholic whatever, 
that the same sgents could execute their orders 
with similar effect and similar daring? Ii 
it were supposed that by the removal of 
an heir or heiress, the property would devolve to 
the friends of the Church, or the Church itself, are 
there not instruments too ready to brave the law for 
the good of the Church? Miss Aylward yesterday 
informed the court that “she had satisfied her own 
“conscience, and had no more to say.” Her own 
cold and uafeeling conscience was the only tribuna! 
she respected. The condign punishment—six months’ 
imprisonment—must teach even Miss Aylward that 
the law has a conscience also, which must be satis- 
fied, and that in this free country, Roman Catholics 
are protected in the rights of freemen by a Constitu- 
tion different in all respects from the canon law o. 
Rome. 
It is quite plain, from the persevering appeals 
made by Mr. Curran on behalf of his client, that she 
never expected to be immured as a criminal within 
the walls of a strict prison. Again and again Mr. 
Curran entreated that Miss Aylward should be con- 
signed to the City Marshalsea, rather than to Rich- 
mond Bridewell. In the Marshalsea Miss Aylward 
coald have a spacious suite of apartments, furnished 
mediwvally. She could be visited at all hours by 
those who have sustained her in this wrong. Her 
imprisonment would have participated of the cha- 
racter of a triumph, and in her snug and cheerful 
apartments she could laugh to scorn the impotence o 
British law. The Chief Justice at once declared
